NO PROPERTY TO LEVY ON 


Supreme Court Ordered Collec- 
tion Last July, When Assets 
Still Were in State.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 21.—Attor- 
ney-General John T. Barker today re- 
fused to discsus and refused to permit 
Assistant Attorney-General Lee Ewing 
to discuss with a Post-Dispatch reporter 
nis delay in collecting $130,000 of delin- 
quent Lumbert Trust fines which the 


State may lose because the firms against 
whom they were levied have been per- 
mitted to withdraw all their-assets from 
the State. 

Barkers delay in attempting to col- 
lect the fines assessed against the delin- 
quent lumber companies is considered 
the more remarkable because the Su- 
preme Court, in a special order made’ 
last July, directed Barker to proceed 
today to collect them. Jacob D. Allen, 
Clerk of the court, told a reporter to- 
day that, notwithstanding this order, 
the Attorney-General made no effort 
to collect the fines, so far as he is 
aware, until three weeks ago, when 
Ewing, his assistant, asked the Clerk 
by letter if he had issued execution 
against the lumber companies, Allen, 
whose office is across the. hall from 
that of Barker, replied by sending to 
Ewing a copy of the court's order, made 
seven months before. 

Execution Papers Issued. 

Ewing then directed him to issue ex- 
ecution: papers which were turned over 
to Marshal Hina C. Schult. Schuit 
looked in vain for anything to levy on 
and then went to the Attorney-Genera!l’s 
office to ascertain where he could find 
the property on which to levy. 

“That’s your btsiness,”” he says he 
was told. 

The decision of the Court convicting 
the lumber companies of violating the 
anti-trust laws was given at the April :

S, CONTROL OF 
NATIONAL GUARD AGREED ON 


House Committee Proposes to Increase Regular 
Army to 134,000 Men and and Create Four 
New Aviation Squadrons. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—A 
rarmy reorganization bill, federalizing 
the national guard, increasing the reg- 
ular army to 134,000 men, doubling the 


field artillery, increasjng the engineer 
corps by 15 companies, creating four 
Squadrons of aircraft and an entirely 
new corps of cadets from colleges hav- 
ing military training was agreed upou 
tentatively today by the House Military 
Committee. 

The committee authorized Chairman 
Nay to draft the bill and have it ready 
for the committee next Wednesday or 
Thursday, with the understanding that 
amendments meeting individual views 
may be offered later. 

The National Guard provisions wiil ve 
ene of the most notable features. The 
committee agreed that Congress has the 
constitutional right. to take over the Na- 
tional Guard by legislative enaciment 
and appropriation. 

The provision for a corps of cadet of. 
ficers from educational enstitutions hav 
ing military training is expected to fur- 
nish 3000 trained officers for use in emer- 
gency. 

The McKellar bill providing Federal 
ce-operation in military training in the 
states also was voted favorably report 
eo. _It proposed Government aid for one 
school in each State, where a minimus 
ct 300 students will reecive military in- 
struction. 

Navy Air Craft Appropriation Cut 
Without Captain's Knowledge. 
Capt. Mark Bristol, head of the Navy 
Aeronautical Service, today told the 
House Naval Committee that his esti- 
mate of $7,600,000 as the cost of the 
navy’s aircraft needs had been reduced 
to the $2,000,000 asked for in the pending 
appropriations bill without his  beirsg 

consulted. 

Capt. Bristol added that he disap-

navy, holding that officers and men 
should be trained in the navy’s require- 
ments before they were given special 
training for air service. 

His original estimate, the witness said, 
called for an appropriation of $13,600,000 
for aircraft. This covered the cost of 
82 aeroplanes, five dirigibles, 41 kite bal- 
loons and two other aircraft ships worth 
$3,000,000. On instruction from the Navy 
Department, Capt. Bristol said he had 
struck out the proposal for the two alir- 
craft ships. 

He*had not been consulted, he said, as 
to the further reduction. 

To complete the proposed five-year 
building program for the navy, Capi. 
Bristol said a total expenditure of near- 
ly $23,000,000 on aircraft would be neces- 
sany. There would be 18 aeroplanes, 15 
dirigibles and 53 kite balloons with the 
fleet, he said; 120 aeroplanes and 17 kite 
balloons operating from stations for 
coast patrol; two advance base units 
with 24 aeroplanes, two dirigibles and 
two kite balloons and a provision for 
46 aeroplanes for the naval militia. 

The personnel needed, he said, is 43) 
officers and 82 men. If the full pro- 
gram Was carried out there would be 638 
officers and 1106 men in the aeronautica! 
service. 

The capture of the Turkish Twenty- 
fourth Corps by the Russians at Erze- 
rum was portrayed as a striking object 
lesson for Congress to consider in mak- 
ing provisions for aircraft in nations! 
defense, according to Dr. C. D< Wolcott, 
chairman of the Smithsonian Institute.

SOLDIERS IN FRENCH TRENCHES 
GET CENT EACH FOR RAT TAILS 


Premium Paid on Condition They 
Bury Bodies, but Many Sell 
Hides to Sutlers. 

PARIS, Feb. 21.—Rat tails are now 
worth a cent each on one part of the 

French battle front. 

The General commanding in that sec- 
tion has issued the following order of 
the day: ‘““‘With the object of interest- 
ing the men in the destruction of ro- 
dents, a premium of 5 centimes shall be 
paid. for each rat destroyed. The pre- 
mium shall be paid every 10 days, on 
presentation of the tails of the de- 
stroyed animals. The rats, bearing 
vermin susceptible of spreading disease. 
must not be handled, but immediately 
buried, and the tails done up in a pa- 
per impregnated with tar or petroleufn.” 
The order resulted in a tremendous 
slaughter of rats, but was not obeyed 
in all its details. The new fashion of 
trimming women's garments with fur 
has created an outlet for rats’ fur, and 
the soldiers skin the rats before bury- 
ing them, disinfect and sterillize the 
hides and sell them to the sutlers be- 
hind the front. 


FIRST QUAKER ELECTROCUTED 


He and Companion Put to Death for 
Pennsylvania Murder.

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WHO KILLED BOY 
PAROLED IN COURT 


First Sentenced to Year by Judge 
Fisher After Pleading Guilty 
to Mafslaughter. 


W. H. DANFORTH EMPLOYE 


Coroner’s Jury Had Returned 
Verdict of Criminal Careless- 
ness; Was His First Accident. 


Urban Turnquist, 29 yéars old, of 
44°9A Lucky street, negro chauffeur for 
William H. Danforth of 17 Kingsbury 
place, pleaded guilty to manslaughter 
in Circuit Judge Fisher’s court this 
morning. After being sentenced to a 
year in the workhouse he was paroled 
upon a plea of clemency made by his 
attorney, former Circuit Judge George 
H. Williams. 

Turnquist, on Sept. 15 last, ran down 
and killed Clarence Howard, 16 years 
old, a son of George Howard of 5812 
Ridge avenue. The boy was ridiig a 
bicycle. At the Coroner’s inquest 
witnesses testified that Turfquist w1.s 
‘going like a streak,”’ and the chauffeur 
himself admitted that at the time of the 
accident he was 26 minutes late in an 
appointment tocall for Mrs. Danforty 
ai the Glen-Echo Club. He denied at 
the inquest, however, that he was hur. 
rying, although witnesses estimated hi: 
speed at from 30 to 40 miles an hour. 

Paroleq Because First Offeune. 

Judge Fisher, in chambers afterward, 
said there was no reason why a paro!e 
should not be granted to a first of- 
fender, who does not willfully violate 
the law. He said the parole law is 
meant exactly for cases of the char- 
acter of the Turnqulist case. 

“All these automobile cases are acci- 
dents,” Judge Fisher said. ‘If this 
chauffeur has any other trouble with 
automobiles he can be brought in and 


made to serve his sentence. He is a 
young man of good character.” 
Police officials recently have com- 


plained of their inability to stop speed- 
ers and prevent accidents, because %f 
failure of the courts to inflict maximum 
punishment upon law violators. Last 
year there were o/ auto deaths in St. 
Louis, of which Howard’s was one. 

The Coroner, in returning a verdict >f 
criminal carelessness after investigating 
the Howard killing, took*into considera- 
tion the fact that Turnquist was late 
in calling for Mrs. Danforth. This 
phase of the case wis not presented to 
Judge Fisher. ar 

Three Coroner's Witnesses, who were 
riding in an automobile nerth on Good- 
fellow avenue at the time of the acci- 
dent, testified before the Coroner that 
Turnquist speeded past them a block 
and a half south of the accident, and 
kept going at a rate of from 30 to 4 
miles. They said there was nothing to 
obstruct his view of the Howard boy. 

Bey Was Violating Ordinance. 

The boy ‘on his bicycle was ridins 
south on Goodfellow, near Bartmer ave- 
nue, and was near the east curb, in vio- 
lation of traffic ordinances, Turnquist 
sa.' he saw the boy, but that when tho 
boy turned toward the west, he swerved 
his car toward the eust, and that the 
boy tnen turned back east, and was hit. 

Turnquist, at the inquest, testified he 
was to have been at the Glen Echo 
Club for Mrs. Danforth at 4». m., but 
that he had had trouble with one 
car, and had taken another machine to 
call for her. It was 4:25 o’clock when he 
hit the Howard boy. He insisted he was 
going about 20 miles an hour, and said 
this was his “rerular speed.”’ 

Attorney Williams, in pleading for 
Turnquist, told Judge Fisher that he 
was a young man of good character. 
The defendant, after pleading guilty, 
testified that he had workea six years 
for Danforth, and never had been in an 
accident before. 

“Bevery careful in the future,” Judze 
Fisher said to Turnquist. “You must 
not have another accident.’’ 

Generally paroles are granted on rec- 
oremendations of the prosecuting offi- 
cials. In this case Assistant Circu:t 
Attorney McDaniel asked that Turnquist 
re sentenced to the workhouse for 2 
year, and no recommendation for a p1- 
role was made by him. The penalty for 
manslaughter in the fourth degree is a 
fine of $500 to two years in the peniten- 
tiary.

MODIFICATION HOPED FOR 


United States Confronted With

Policy Quickly. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—Officials are 
awaiting word from Berlin on the sub- 
marine situation with unconcealed con- 


cern. It is believed that offi- 
cial indication of the attitude of 
the Berlin Foreign Office may 


be received suo in confidential renorts 
from Ambassador Gerard. Cffictals still 
hope that the advices wiil not conform 
to the indications in the press dis- 
patches that the German Government ‘s 
unalterably opposed to modifying its de- 
clared intention to sink all armed mer- 
cnant ships of the entente a!lies without 
warning after Feb. 29. 

Count von Bernstorff, the German 
Ambassador, who transmitted the views 
of the United States to his Governmen: 
late Thursday night, probabiy will have 
received a reply to his dispatch before 
the middle of the week. As the pusi- 
tion of the Uniied States was expls.ned 
to the Austrian representative, Baron 
Zwiedinek, only Saturday, Vienna hard- 
Iv will be heard frem for at heast a 
week. 

Tt is realized in official quarters thet 
whatever policy the United States de 
cides to pursue will have to be formu- 
lated quickly. Only nine days remain 
hefore commanders of German and Aus- 
trian submarines will be authorized to 
rut their new instructions into effect, 
unless the central. Powers decided to 
postpone the order, pending the outcome 
of the negotiations with the United 
Siatts, 

State Denartment officials said today 
they conside> the submarine issue with 
Germany stiii in a grave state because 
the Lusitania agreement, in the light of 
the newly announced submarine policy 
of the Germanic Powers, contains nv 
assurances for the future. 

The situation created by the announced 
intention of sinking armed merchant 
ships without warning, officials said, wae 
still in the abstract and was being treat- 
ed as such, but the Lusitania agrée- 
ment itself, as it now stands, they ex- 
plained, merely treats of the past and 
although it gives all in that respect for 
which the United States has contended, 
officials do not feel that it clearly guar- 
antees against another such disaster. 

Secretary. i-ansing already has told 
Count von Bernstorff, che German Am- 
bassador, that assurances that the pre- 
vious declarations will not be aban- 
doned in the new campaign are highly 
desirable. 

Further Worg Awaited. 

Future action will be decided upon 
after official information cencerning the 
attitude of the ceu.itral Powers is re- 
ceived at the State Department. 

Secretary Lansing denied reports that 
he contemplated calling high Teutonic 
officials to the State Department to ex- 


piain various recent newspaper dis- 
patches from Washington. He said 
there was no change in his official or 


rersonal relations with Count von Bern- 
storff or Baron Zwiedinek. 

Baron Erich Zweidenik, charge of the 
Austrian embassy here, informed Sec- 
retary Lansing today he had no further 
word from his Government in connection 
with the new submarine campaign and 
in reply to the preliminary outline of 
its Government attitude given to him 
orally last week by Secretary Lansing. 

It was understood the Baron dis- 
claimed that he had been discussing ne- 
gotiations with the State Department. 
State Department officials have indicat- 
ed their annoyance at publication of 
State Department affairs, which they 
have been declining to discuss. 

it has been known for some time that 
administration officials objected to in- 
formation regarding diplomatic negotia- 
trons, about which the State ,Pepart- 
rent was silent, reaching the public, 
apparently through diplomatic sources.

LONDON, Feb. 21.—The Germans have 
been operating vigorously against the 
British and French along the Yser Canal 
in Belgium to the north of Ypres. From 
the British 30 yards °%f a position were 
captured,ani held despite hand grenade 
attacks to recapture it. After a heavy 
bombardment the Germans attempted to 
cross the canal and occupy French posi- 
tions and several groups of them did 
succeed in making their way to a first- 
line trench. The French, however, im- 
mediately drove them back. 

Continuing their advance in Albania, 
the Austro-Hungarians report the cap- 
ture near Bazar-Sjak, a short distance 
northeast of Durazzo, of an advanced 
Italian position. This is the first indi- 
cation that the Itahans were operating 
so far north as Albania, the beliet hav- 
‘ne prevailed that their activities hac 
been confined to the locality adjacent 
to Aviona. That progress is being made, 
by the Teutonic allies in the direction 
of Avlona seemingly is shown by the 
report that the Albanians who are fight- 
ing with them have occupied the towu 
of Berat, situated about 31 miles north- 
east of Avlona.

Police Say Burglars Missed $500 
in Inner Vault; Manager Not 
So Sure. 


Burglars concealed themselves. in 
Dreamland, 3529 Olive street, while a 
dance was in progress last night, and 
after the hall was closed blew off the 
outer door of the steel safe, but failed 
to force the inner door. The safe con- 
tained more than $500. 


The hall was closed at midnight. The 


burglars reversed the sash in one of the 
front windows so that they could not 
be seen from the street. They left the 
hall through a rear door, which they 
unlocked with a key which was in the 
door. 

The combination of the inner door to 
the safe was pried off, but the door 
was closed when the porter entered this 
morning. The police, after an inspec- 
tion of the safe, said the door had not 
been opened. but the managers said 
later it might have been opened and 
closed again by the burglars. The man- 
agers were unable to open the safe and 
did not know whether anything had 
been taken. 


Robbers Get $30 in Safe of Downtown 
Billiard Hall. 

Robbers pounded the lock off of the 

door of the iron safe in the Rex billiard 

hall, upstairs at 111 North Sixth street, 


and stole about $30, after 1 o'clock this. 


morning. The robbery was discovered 
about 8 a. m., when a porter opened the 
place. 

Frank H. Benson, proprietor, said the 
steel door to the inner compartment, 
which held about $300 of yesterday’s re- 
ceipts, was not opened. The lock had 
been. broken off and the door had been 
hammered upon, but it appeared that 
the robbers had not succeeded in open- 
ing it. 

Entrance to the hall was made 
through a second-floor window in the 
rear. The window, which is 30 feet 
above the ground, was fourid open this 
morning, and in the dust that had col- 
lected on the sill were prints of shoes.

A drain pipe runs to the ground, 
passing near the window. Robbers who 
were sufficiently agile might have 
climbed this pipe.

Aisle Obstructions, rnd 

Standing in Aisles Causes Order 

From Public Safety Director. 

Director of Public Safety Swingley 
today ordered Building Commissioner 
McKelvey to inspect all theaters and 
motion picture houses to ascertain 
if they are obeying the law requir- 
ing that no obstructions be placed in 
the aisles, and no persons allowed 
to stand in the aisles. 

Director Swingley said that sev- 
eral complaints had reached him, 
one being that the Grand Opera 
House used a double row of chains 
to keep the crowd in the foyer from 
standing in the aisles. Spectators 
are allowed in the foyers, he said, 
and these could easily get out before 
persons seated could reach the foyer 
in case of danger. 

Director Swingley will introduce a 
bill in the Board of Aldermen soon 
requiring all theaters which now 
have the service of a fireman free, 
to pay the fireman's salary. He plans 
to use retired firemen for this work, 
and said the expense at each house 
would not be over $50 or $60 a month,

The car, Dr. Reilly said, had- beer 
acting badly all evening and one stop 
had to be made at a garage for repairs. 
As Russell turned out to allow another 
car to pass the machine darted to the 
brink of the road and Russell shouted 
that he had lost ~ontrol. 

The car plunged downward and struck 
e. stone wall, throwing all but Russell 
clear. Russell was dead when Dr. Reil- 
ly found him. He was unmarried.

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FALL OF WARSAW FAILED 
TO SHAKE MORALE OF CZAR’S 


ARMY: RETREAT FORESEEN 


Germany Had Figured That Fall of City Would 
Be Followed by a Peace With Russia 
and Release of Huge Army. 


BY STANLEY WASHBURN. 

Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

PETROGRAD, Jan. %.—The blowing 
up of the Vistula bridges marked the 
end of a distinct phase in the war, 4 
phase which I believe history will ultl- 
mately judge as the zenith of the Ger- 
man strength in Poland. Viewed from @ 


wider perspective, the movements of the 
Teutuns in the east from that time,,re- 
wardless of changes of lines on the map, 
have been a good deal of an anti-climax. 

When Warsaw fell I had been with the 

Russian armies for. exactly 10 months 
and I trust that my friendliness and 
growing affection for the Russian was 
not such as to blind. me to the merits 
and virtues of the enemy during this 
period. Obviously my i.sympathies were 
with the allies, otherwise I should not 
have gone with the Russians, but with 
the central Fowers, with whom at the 
beginning of the war it was much easier 
to make a connection than with the 
armies of the Grand Duke Nicholas. 

My own opinion at the fall of Warsaw 
was that it was the windup of one of the 
most remarkable carmpaigns in history. 

Three Month’s Effort. 

From May vuntil Aug. 5, or for approxi- 
mately three unbroken months, the Ger- 
mans with a fortitude and capacity for 
sacrifice which has not been exceeded in 
history, had been conducting what was 
practically a continuous battle. The en- 
durauce and bravery of their troops is 
not to be questioned, and up to that 
time I had never seen a sign of gepres- 
sion or weakening in morale among the 


German prisoners with whom I talked on 


every occasion possible. 

I have seen them on practically every 
front during this campaign (save East 
Prussia, and though I was never in 
sympathy with their cause, I never 
failed in admiration of their spirit and 
independence even as prisoners. I re- 
member in Tarnopol seeing 200 who had 
been captured the day before. 

These men had arrived from France at 
noon the preceding day and were pris- 
oners at 3 in the afternoon. All were 
worn and haggard, several without 
shirts, and many without helmets or 
caps. 

German Prisoners Have Pride. 

I have never seén men in a worse 
state of physical exhaustion, yet they 
marched through town with eyes to the 
front and a price of themselves and an 
independence which could not have been 
surpassed even by troops returning from 
a victorious field of battle. 

The blow which fel) in Galicia was 
apparently perfectly. planned from every 
point of view, and backed by the superh 
German railroad systems, there never 
was a falter in three months for the 
want of either men or ammunition. As 
far as one on the Russian side could sée 
there was never a mistake in strategy 
or a serious blunder in tactics. 

Everything had been foreseen and 
planned save one item and that the 
capacity of she Russians to absorb de- 
feat and pul! themselves together. This, 
I think, the rermans never foresaw and 
have despaired of from the middle of 
May until the present time, with con- 
stantly increasing exasperation and an- 
noyance. 

Russian Rally from Reverses, 

One German said after the Galician 
drive: “It is hopeless fighting against 
men who do not play the game and ad- 
mit their defeat. The Russians were ut- 
terly beaten on the Dunajec and any 
people but fools would have recognized 
it, but instead of accepting their defeat 
like.men they apparently ignere i: aad 
in two weeks seem to have forgotten 
the German superiority and are ready 
to fight all over again.’’ ; 

From talks with many prisoners there 
ts no question in my mind\that every 
German soldier believed from May i 
that the capture of Warsaw represent- 
ed peace with Russia. Warsaw hd 
come to represent the prize of the vam- 
paign, and from the German point of 
view its capiure must represent to Rus«- 
sia the final failure of her armies. . 

The rest of the war would be relative- 
ly simple. An independent peace wich 
Russia, with trade agreements which 
would mean limitless resources to draw 
on for the war against France. 

Then the entire strength in the East 
could be sent across Germany and Paris 
taken in a month. Then would follow 
the long and pethaps slow preparation 
which every Gefman hoped would mean 
the annihilation of England, From this 


point of view the outcome of the war 
looked bright indeed to the troops who 
at last heard that the great prize was 
now within their grasp. 

It seems therefore that while one can- 
not minimize the triumph of the Ger- 
mans in actually taking Warsaw after 
sO many months; one can but criticise 
the Germans for their failure to .know 
beforehand that the capture of the city 
for which they made such endless sac- 
rifices did not spell. peace at all, but 
only what has proven to be the begin- 
ning of an entirely new war against 
Russia under conditions which have been 
increasingly disadvantageous to the Ger- 
mans and improving from the point of 
view of the Russians. 

The armies of the Warsaw front were 
at this time under the command of Alex- 
ieff, whose keen mind had foreseen every 
contingency. : 

Position. in Rear Prepared. 

He is the man who for weeks had 
realized the possibility of the loss of 
the Polish salient and the necessity of 
withdrawal to a line in the heart of 
Russia itself. Positions had been pre- 
tared at many places behind Warsaw 
which might be defended as checks to 
the German advance which would enable 
strong rear guards to hold back the 
Teutons while the bulk of the armies 
were getting out of Poland. 

To one who had studied the country 
and who knew the weakness of the Rus- 
sian army at this time, what followe:] 
was no surprise. Warsaw, even as the 
Dunajec line in Galicia, was the ke:- 
stone of a front nearly a thousand miles 
long. ‘ 

The loss of this salient meant the 
starting in motion of the entire front. it 
meant that the line as a whole couil 
not come to a standstill until every unit 
therein could rest on some position 
which would afford the chance of mak- 
ing a successful defense. The weak 
points, as I was well aware, was in the 
center. It was certain that the army 
coming out of Warsaw could not find 
an advantageous position short of tii* 
Bug and the fortress of Brest-Litovsk. 


Brest-Litovsk Weak Point. 


The latter point I had visited many 
times before, and having seen its anti- 
quated defenses I was sure that if the 
Germans really wanted it it could not 
resist 48 hours after the heavy guns 
got to work on its old fashioned fortiti- 
cations. With the center falling back 
to or beyond the Bug, it was clear that 
all the hundred and one places lyin: 
west of Brest would go as a by-product 
of the collapse of Warsaw itself. 

The world at large seemed to experi- 
ence a new shock every time the Ger- 
Mans captured a new town, a shock 
which | may say was never felt in the 
army of the Russians, for everybody 
knew that the retreat once started 
would not terminate for weeks.

Thomas H. McKittrick, president of 
the Hargadine-McKittrick Dry Goods 
Co., testifying today in the receivership 
suit against the company, in Judge 
Shields’ court, was questioned about the 
item of $231,000, which appeared on the 
books as due the company from its of- 
ficers and employes. 

He said most of this sum represented 
loans, made by the company to its em- 
ployes, to enable them to buy the stock 
of the company. When the _ capital 
stock Was increased in 1906, at the time 
the Barr stvre was acquired, he said 
employes and officers demanded twice 
as much stock as the company had to 
issue, and the company had to recog- 
nize these deinands 

McKittrick said that, while-he was out 
cf the city, stock speculators ran the 
siock of the Hargadine-McKittrick com- 
pany up 5) or 60 points, to a higher 
valuation than it should have had. If 
he had been here, he said, he would not 
have permitted this to be done. 

Borrowed From Banks, 

He said the company arranged with 
banks to borrow money, to be advanced 
to employes to purchase the company’s 
stock. At the time, he said, the stock 
was considered excellent collateral, but 
the panic of 197 caused the banks, in 
the following year, to “‘put oh pressure,’’ 
und demand that the notes be taken 
cver. So, McKittrick said, the company 
took over the loans. 

He said that some of the loans had 
been made to members of the McKittrick 
family, but that, so far as he recaHed, 
no loans to his relatives were taken 
over by the company. 

He was then asked about increases in 
splaries of members of the McKittricx 
family, and about the employment of R. 
McKittrick Jones as chairman of the 
beard of directors at $12,000 a vear. At- 
turney Randolph Laugnlin, for the plain- 
tiffs in the receivership suit, is contend- 
ine that under the company’s bylaws, a 
member of the board of directors had 
no right to draw a salary. 

McKittrick said his father established 
the rule that no officer should draw 4 
SAiary greater than $2500 a year. This 
was a good rule at one time, he said 
but in late years such salaries were in- 
sufficient, and officers had to overdraw 
their accounts to pay their personal 
bills. It was not considered good busi- 
hess to have such overdrafts. appear- 
ing on the books, he said, and this conr- 
fceration led to the increasing of sa!- 
aries. 

He said Walter and 
trick’s accounts were not qyerdrawn, 
and that the company owes him, Chie 
Witness, $18,000, though he said he ap- 
years «n the books as overdrawn. Hugh 
McKittrick also appears as overdrawn 
he added, but the company in fact owe’ 
him a substantial sum.

LETTERS TO HONEY 
DARLING’ INCOURT 


Written When Her Foster 
Daughter and Her Husband 
Were in Exile Together. 


SENT THERE BY HERSELF 


Prince Testifies in Separation 
Suif That Wife Offered to 
Give Him to Girl. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—Before Prince 
Alexander Miskinoff of Russia today 
plunged into the story of how he 
planned to crown the spectacular career 
of Aimee Crocker Gouraud by marryilz 
her, his attorney, John C. Oldmixon, 
produced an assortment of letters in 
Justice Bijur’s part of the Supreme 
Court. They are the *“H. D.”’ (“Honey 
Darling’) missives from the pen of 
Frincess Aimee. 

Miskinoff was called as the first wit- 
ness in his separation suit against the 
Princess. She has also brought an ac- 
ticn for separation. 

The letters were written, the lawyer 
explained, while the tove of the Prince 
and Yvonne Gourand, 163 years old, the 
beautiful foster daughter of the Crocker 
heiress, was in its probative period, and 
they were passing their time together in 
exile at Edgemere, L. I., whence the 
daring Aimee had sent them. 

Prince Miskinoff contends’ that the 
Princess acquiesced in his relations with 


her fosterdaughter and offered to di- 
vorce him that he might marry the girl. 
THe letters bear on this point. 


Princess Wrote of Her Anguish, 

The letters tell of the pain and an- 
guish suffered by ths Princess through 
her ‘noble and heroic sublimity’’ in 
giving her foster child to the Prince, “to 
love and cherish forever,’’ when her 
cwn heart ‘‘yearned for his youthful 
effections.”’ He is 2, the Princess al- 
most twice that age. 

The Prince smiled graciously to every- 
one who caught his eye in the court- 
room. He was dressed in a Prince Al- 
bert of most precise fit, patent leather 
shoes, with chocolate colored spats. His 
black hair was shining and he might 
have made an appropriate frontispiece 
of an illustrated volume on handsome 
men who have married handsome for- 
tunes. The Princess wore a tight-fittinz 
black silk dress and two close-meshed 
veils, that hung from a billowy picture 
hat. 

Little Yvonne, whose admiration fur 
the Prince created the rupture in the 
family, sat beside her foster-mother, 
hugging her mother and half hiding ir 
her black coat. 

In the letters there is no mention of 
the “Princess Verin’’, the mysteriou> 
infant of a year and a half, who the 
Prince claims is the offspring of a se- 
cret marriage in London. Lawyers for 
both sides left the baby mystery phase 
to be delved into later. There are af- 
fectionate letters, too, from Yvonne t> 
the Prince, but Oldmixon said ‘they 
were too charmingly girlish to be pro- 
duced at this time.”’ 

The Prince told of his life in Paris. 

“The Princess and myself went to din- 
ner and then to the cafes,” he said. 
‘We usually got home around 2 or 3 
o'clock in the morning from Maxim's 
and Fisher's.’ 

Q. Did you like this life? A. I did 
not like it, but the Princess said, ‘‘This 
is the life for me.’’ I objected strongly 
and the Princess made a face that looked 
like three lemons. 

Q. What did she say to you? A. Oh, 
she just remarked a woman as old as 
she could, with all her money, easily 
get a husband who would obey her to 
the letter. 

Q. At that time, did you know a young 
girl named Yvonne Gouraud? A. Yes; 
she was in the house with us. It was the 
night of the very day war was de- 
clared that the three of us—Yvonne 
Mme. Miskinoff and myself—went from 
Paris to Lucerne, Switzerland. 

Q. About that time, did you receive 
anonymous letters? A. Madame told me 
she had received anonymous letters say- 
ing I was in love with Yvonne and 
¥vonne was in love with me. 

Q. .What conversation did you have 
with Mme. Miskinoff about your rela- 
tions with Yvonne? 

A. She said to me, “If you are in 
love with Yvonne I will be perfectly 
happy to divorce you and see you take 
Yvonne.”’ 

Q. Did the 
after that? 
A. Three weeks afterward Sal went to 
New York. She took Yvonne and her 
adopted son. I went back to Paris in 
order to send all her wardrobe back. 
Oldmixon produced another batch of 
letters addressed to the Prince. 


Followed Her to New York. 
Did you come to New York after 


you received the letters? 

A. Yes. I came to the very hotel—the 
McAlpin—where the Princess was living 
with Yvonne and a maid. Previous to 
this I had received a cable saying 
“Come,” and signed “‘Gouraud.”’ Before 
she left Paris the Princess had made 
an awful scandal about myself and 
Yvonne. 

@. Did you still love her in spite of 
what she said about you? 

A. Yes, but she seemed not to love ma 
more. 

The baby, which is said to be a year 
and a half old, remained something of a 
mystery, even after the Prince had 
ecmpleted his direct examination. I+t 
was born, the Prince said, in April, 
1915, at an unnamed Jospital. A note 
from the Princess brought him the in- 
formation. He saw the baby about 2° 
times at the Hotel Endicott in New 
Yerk, he said. : 
Whether the baby really exists was 
declared by Justice Clark to be an im- 
portant issue of the trial, since the 
Frincess had denied emphatically that 
she has a child. 

The Prince admitted his love for 
Yvonne and told of having knocked a 
revolver from the girl’s hands when 
she tried to kill herself because of her 
love for him. Later he became engaged 
fte his wife’s foster daughter, “because

War Correspondent Asserts It

Would Augment Regular Army 
and Get All Control Possible 
of State Militias.

Frederick Palmer, war correspondent, 
who has seen more war than any other 
American, and whose articles on Amer- 
ican military problems appeared for sev- 
eral Sundays recently in the Post-Dis- 
patch, is in St. Louis today. He will 
speak at Mary Institute tonight on sub- 
jects related to American patriotism and 
preparedness. At Hotel Jefferson, this 
morning, he gave a Post-Dispatch re- 
rorter his ideas as to the most effective 
means of preparedness now available. 

“Let's not talk about the biggest navy 
in the world,” he said. “It would take 
us at least 15 years to build a navy as 
big as England’s. Let’s organize a good 
little navy, with its parts complete and 
co-ordinating. Let's not threaten people. 

“The navy is the thing of first im- 
portance. Guns are the thing of next 
importance. .We tnust have artillery, 
and a rifle” for* every possible soldier, 
and those things take longer to get 
reacy than an army does. 

“Continental Army Plan Dead.” 

“The Continental army plan is dead. 
Secretary Garrison seems to have 
thought, a while back, that if the con- 
tinental army plan failed, he could fall 
back on a universal service plan. But 
universe! service cannct be had, at this 
time. My idea is to orzanize the pest 
army available. 

“If the whole army could be under 
national control, it would be much b>t- 
ter. but if the political influences be- 
rind the state militia ¢ stem will not 
permit this, then let’s de the best we can 
with the state militias. Let's ge* all 
the control we can over them, and 
standardize them just as far as we can. 
Then they will at least forin a second 
line of militarv defense, and will be that 
much better than no soldiers at all. 

‘We should go to work to build y 
regular army with a potential strength 
cf 500,000 men. We can't hire this num- 
ber of regular soldiers under the pres- 
ent regular army system—the monev 
could never be found. But I believe we 
can build up, on a basis of patriotism, 
and with the aid of six-months’ terms of 
enlistment, a national reserve, availabd‘e 
at any time, that would bring the regu- 
lar army up to this strength. 

Gooa Soldier in 6 Months Possible. 

Young men, especially college men, 
should be recruited, to serve six months: 
as privates, with the opportunity of fur- 
irer service as second lieutenants. Six 
months’ constant training, with proper 
equipment, can make a soldier out of 
good material—England has proven 
this.”’ 

Palmer said there was much talk 
abroad that the war might end in tha 
fall, owing to the huge number of men 
England is putting into the field. But 
even so, many Britons, he explained, 
are talking of it as a ‘‘five years war.’ 

‘“T think Germany lost when she failed 
to win at the battle of the Marne,” he 
said. ‘‘I believe peace will come event- 
ually when Germany has something t 
give up. It would be easier for her to 
come to terms if she had Paris or Pet- 
rograd in her possession, for then she 
would have something else the allies 
needed. 

“You might term it a war of democ- 
racy against militarism,” he continued. 
“In England and France they have fer 
more genuine democracy than we have, 
There the individual is everything. En- 
gland's King, you know, is merely a fiz- 
urehead. Looking back in history, you 
see the effect of the present German 
Government on its people.

Mack, teacher in the central school, has 
spent $40,000 in educating 18 students—17 
boys and one girl—in the last 16 years, 


according to a story he reluctantly told 
a correspondent of the Post-Dispatch to- 
day. 

Living on his school salary in a mod- 
est way, both in Minnesota, his former 
home, and in Washington, he has earned 
the money to send students through uni- 
versities by writing short stories and 
magazine articles. He has paid out be- 
tween $°000 and $3000 on each of his ‘“‘chil- 
dren.”" 

Some of the youngsters were orphans 
and some had one parent, but all were 
eager to learn and were handicapped by 
lack of money. 

13 ef Boys Alive. 

The 13 boys who are alive are all ac- 
tively engaged in the business profes- 
sions to which Mack educated them. Two 
are druggists, one being in St. Paul and 
the other in Los Angeles. Two are in- 
structors in the University of Minne- 
sota, where they were graduated. One 
teaches mathematics and the other is an 
instructor in German. 

This latter young man plans to be a 
physician and last year married a girl 
who wished to go to Germany to get her 
master’s degree, so he and his bride 
sailed for Germany to continue thetr 
studies, only to be turned back by the 


beginning of wer Mack sent him 
through normal] schesf, the University of 
Minnesota and Harvard, where he re- 
ceived his master’s degree. 

A young man who chose to be a broker 
received his education at the University 
of Illinois. He started out to be an 
architect, but changed his mind and took 
a commercial course.

CHUBB TELLS OF

Percival Chubb, who has been vis- 
iting in the East for three weeks in 
the interest of the Ethical Society, 
the Drama League and the national 
Shakspearean’ celebration, told a 


Post-Dispatch reporter at his resi- 
dence, 4533 Westminster place on his 
return home, that St. Louisans are 
going to enjoy several wonderfully 
artistic treats this year, the success 
of which he regards as assured. 
These, he said, would be provided 
by the meetings of the National As- 
sociation of the Drama League here 
April 7, 8 and 9, the presentation by 
Washington University upon the 
quadrangle of three old plays and the 
mammoth production of “As You Like 
It” in Forest Park from June 4 to 
11, with Margaret Anglin at the head 
of the cast and Livingstone Platt in 
charge of the stage arrangements. 
Actors Are Enthusiastic. 

“T found Miss Angelin and Platt ex- 
ceedingly enthusiastic about the plans 
for St. Louis. Both have been study- 
ing their histories with care and. one of 
their discoveries is a series of ceremo- 
nials attached to wrestling, of which 
they will make use in the production. 

“While in New York I heard Percy 
Mackaye read his new masque which is 
to be presented in New York at a cost 
of $150,000, which has been provided by a 
citizens’ committee. He has worked out 
& noble idea and his work shows that 
he has benefited greatly by his experi 
ence in St. Louis.’’

Author Implies That Divine Wis- 
dom Has No Better Method, 
to Offer. 


By CARLOS F. HURD. 
A COMPANY of likable-actors, at the 


Olympic Theater this week, is pre- 
senting a play which defends the 
segregated vice district as a divine in- 
stitution. 

The play is called "The Eternal Mag- 
dalene,” and its scene is a city which 
has a séBregated vice district. Under 
pressure caused by a Billy Sunday re- 
vival, the city authorities are about tv 
close the district. 
chief financia] backer of the revival and 
the anti-vice movement, is writing <n 
article upholding the movement, when 
he falis asleep. 

The rest of the play shows his dream, 
the most important thing in which 1 
the appearance of a semi-supernatural 
figure—the figure of the Eternal Mag- 
dalene. She reminds him of his own sin 
of years before, and during her stay 
under his roof, disgrace comes upon 
those of his household, though not 
through her fault. 

His sorrows prepare him for the mes- 
sage which she delivers, which is that 
she has been sent, down through the 
ages, to bear the words of mercy, “Let 
him that is without sin cast the first 
stone.”” When Bradshaw awakes from 
his dream, his ideas ‘have changed, he 
tears up the article which he hag been 
writing, and the movement to close ths; 
vice district is off, so far as he is con- 
cerned. 

All this means, if it means anything, 
that segregation, which is a highly arti- 
ficial method, is not only the limit of 
human wisdom in dealing with the prob- 
lem of commercialized vice, but that di- 
vine wisdom has nothing better to re- 
veal. 

It is true that practical, material ar- 
guments can be made in behalf of the 
Segregation method. These arguments 
appear in the play, but they are only

shaw’s attitude is wrought by the words 
of the Founder of Christianity, as cited 
by the woman, and the strength of the 
play lies in this atmosphere of divine ut- 
terance. Therefore, the truth or falsity 
of the play depends on whether it faith- 
fully reports. and rightly interprets the 
words spoken 19 centuries ago. 

Now, although this play has an array 
of ministerial indorsers, I feel that it 
misrepresents the attitude of the world’s 
greatest moral teacher. He gave no 
license for vice, segregated or otherwise. 
His words to the woman were: “Go, and 
@n no more.” The teaching to the worl! 
was charity; but to the woman herself 
it was repentance. The two go togeth- 
er: but this play, by all but ignoring the 
second, places a false emphasis on the 
first. 

There comes into the play the figure of 
a woman of the segregated district. She 
is handsome and prosperous, and is suf- 
ficiently educated to recite glibly the 
rames of historic figures in “the world’s 
oldest profession.” She is planning, if 
driven from the city, to open a “chicken 
farm’ at a nearby crossroads. For her, 
the Eternal Magdalene seems to have 
nc message. This incident, with its 
comedy by-play, seemed to me a bila- 
tantly false note. 

Another faise note came in an asser- 
tion, made by one of the characters who 
has visited the women of the “district.’’ 
“Do you know,” she says, “there is 
scarcely one of them who Is not support- 
ing children or an old father or mother,

* Police officials and social workers in 
St. Louis tell a @fferent story. They 
say the revenue of vice goes, not to sup- 
port parents and relatives, but to main- 
tain a class if idle, vicious youths 
from whose ranks political thugs and 
“sunmen” are recruited. The “‘Bottoms 
Gang’ of a fewk years ago Was com- 
posed almost entirely of such young 
men. 

Any person who takes this play se 
riously—and it is meant to be so taken— 
should follow it up with the reading of 
Brieux’s “Damaged Goods,” which reads 
better than it acts. This will give the 
viewpoint of society, fighting a physical 
scourge, and will suggest that society, 
in dealing with the individuals who 
spread this scourge, cannot act wholly 
on sentiment. Another profitable bit 
of reading, in this connection, would be 
the first 11 verses of the eighth chapter 
of the Gospel of John, to give the proper 

proportion to the details of the incident 
on which the playwright has assumed to 
base his chief appeal. 

Incidentally, the Bible reader will no- 
tice that the woman in the story was 
not Mary Magdalene, and a further 
search will show that the Scripture rec- 
ord contains not a wotd to prove that 
Mary Magdalene was ever a woman of 
evil life. But this unwarranted treat- 
ment of a sainted name is so much old- 
er than Robert H. McLaughlin, author 
of the play, that it is hardly worth 
while to find fault with him for his 
choice of a title. 

The part of the Magdalene calls for a 


‘Florence. Roberts took this part with 
dignity, but by no means with distino- 
tion. When the accessories of special 
robings and spotlight were removed and 
she became a servant in the Bradshaw 
house, shc was merely a servant, and a 
rather medd'csome one, carrying about 
with her none of the atmosphere which 
would seem to belong to a supernatural 
personality and a mystic mission.
